All troops 
which would be used by Japan or the 
continental European powers have had 
the same amount of training. 

Our troops vary, depending upon 
whether they are regular, national guard 
or newly raised volunteers. A force 
made up of regulars raised to a war 
strength and the national guard, also 
raised to a war strength, would make 
about one-third of the force with a rela- 
tive efficiency of sixteen and two-thirds 
with a relative efficiency of one, or an 
average efficiency of six for the whole 
force. 

This is one-tenth of the efficiency of 
the troops which Japan or the continen- 
tal European powers could bring against 
us. Following this line of reasoning, to 
have equality on the battlefield we would 
need ten times as many men as could be 
landed on our odast by any one of the 
powers which have a trained army raised 
by universal military service.
